S t a t io n (Contra Costa county), 
March 27th,— A fearful explosion iu the Vul­ 
can Powder Work) at this place rushed ten 
persons to their last account this morning. 
Death and ruin mar the face of the beautiful 
landscape, and a cloud of smoke rises from a 
heap of burning embers, guiding the way to 
the scene of devastation. Your correspond­ 
ent went to the «pot immediately after the 
accident occurred. 
Shortly after 10 o’clock 
this morning a dull sound was distinctly 
heard in Oakland, as though a door bad been 
slammed near by. 
A cloud of duat and 
smoke from |beyond Berkeley indicated that 
another accident had occurred at the powder 
works. 
DETAILS OK THE CATASTROPHE. 
The tale of the harrowing accident is as fol­ 
lows : A t 10 o’clock this morning the Vulcan 
Powder Works was running in full operation, 
engaged in making bank blasting powder, 
technically known as “ B. B.” powder. There 
were two large buildings, which are entirely 
destroyed. 
In a two-story building, known 
as the main building, the operation of granu­ 
lating was conducted. 
The mixing was car­ 
ried on there, and there the engines were 
located. 
Th9 other building was the dry 
room. 
This was a large frame structure, 
about 60 by 50 feet, and 40 feet high. 
An 
important addition was building to the dry 
room at 
the time 
of 
the tragic acci­ 
dent. 
The two 
buildings were 
sepa­ 
rate, and 
some 
distance 
a p a rt; but a 
wooden elevator ran from the main build­ 
ing 
to 
the building 
used 
for 
drying 
purposes. 
A t five minutes past 10 a fire 
broke out in the gig, in the granulating-room. 
The small amount of powder there blsz -d in 
an instant, and the fire was communicated to 
the wood work adjoining. A stream of fire 
rushed along the elevator to the dry-room, in 
which three tons of powder was stored. 
When the fire reached this there was no loud 
report noticed at the works, and there seamed 
to be uo concussion. 
No windows were 
broken, even in houses within 200 yards. 
The dry-house was blown apart in an instant, 
wounding and killing the men engaged there. 
The main building did not fall until after the 
dry-room had gone. A small building used as 
an office was also consumed. 
The officers at 
the powder works call particular attention to 
the fact that the devastation was caused by a 
fire, nnd not by an explosion. 


THE KILLED AND WOUNDED. 
There were five white men and six China­ 
men killed, and four white men were injured. 
Following is a list of the killed : 
George Stansfield, the engineer. 
— Lamb, whose initials are suppoeed to be 
H . C., a carpenter of Temescal, working on 
the improvements to the dry house. 
L. W. Starr, a carpenter, at work in the 
dry-house. 
Thomas Mill, a carpenter, at work at the 
dry-house. 
— Stewart (first name unknown), reported 
as a general assistant at the works. 
Following are the men injured : 
Gottlieb Koch, a carpenter, at work on 
dry-house; wounds in the neighborhood of 
the liver ; thought to be serioudy hurt. 
VV. B. Dales, foreman of the " B. B.” 
works ; fearfully burned about the face and 
head. 
He may not be fatally injured, but it 
is impossible to tell at this time. 
Peter Shafer, a carpenter, has severe acd 
probably fatal injuries to the spine. He live* 
on Twenty-sixth street, between Mission and 
Howard, San Francisco, and has a wife acd 
two children, 
• 
• 
— Ferris, first name unknown, a carpenter 
and partner of Lamb ; severely burned and 
has internal injuries. 


I SECOND DISPATCH.1 
The body of engineer Stansfield was lying, 
face downward, near the door of the main 
building. The clothing was entirely burned 
from the upper part of his body. 
The lower 
limbs were distorted terribly, the face badly 
burned, and a string of clotted blood hung 
from the lifeless lips. 
The men who were at work in the dry 
room when the tire occurred were probably 
killed by the fall. 
The bodies of Lamb and Starr were lying 
in the pound, burned and blackened so that 
identification by any marks of feature or 
oonntenance was impossible. The bodies are 
recognized by tho remnants of clothing and 
by the position in which they were found. 
Starr was a brother-in-law of the Superin­ 
tendent of the works, O. B. Hardy. 
The six Chinamen fell in the midst of the 
flames, and when the fire had burned over 
nothing but skeletons 
remained. 
Every 
trace of clothing, skin, flesh acd bone was 
gone. 
Lamb, whose name is Horace C., is a resi­ 
dent of Temescal and a very well known 
builder. 
His partner, W. H. Ferris, who 
is lying very seriously wounded, resides on 
Linden street, near Cherry, Temescal. 
Fer­ 
ris says he fell a distance ot forty feet. 
The tire jumped from the main building to 
the dry-room instantaneously, and no chance 
for escape was given. 
A physician of East Berkeley went to the 
scene of disaster, and attended to the wounded 
men. 
Other physicians came from Oakland 
os soon as carriages could take them. 
The boarding-house of the Vulcan Powder 
Company has been transformed into a tem­ 
porary hospital. 
Koch, Dales and Schafer are lying on pallets 
made on the floor. Ferris is lying on a cot 
in the office of the Tonite Powder Company, 
which is separated from the works of the 
Vulcan Powder 
Company by about 100 
yards. 
. O. B. Hardy, the Superintendent of the 
works, was not present at the time the fire 
began, but returned in twenty minutes. 
The men in adjoining works rushed to the 
reecue as soon as the fire began, and removed 
the wounded men as best they coold. 
The fire was terribly hot, and it was almost 
impossible to approach the burning buildings. 
W hether the engineer and Chinamen were 
burned to death, or killed by the concussion, 
or by falling timbers, no one can tell. 
The cause of the fire is a mystery. 
The 
most probable explanation offered thus far 
is that the friction at the gig in the granula­ 
tion waa too great, and caused such heat as 
to ignite the powder which was being worked 
at the time. 
LOCATION or THK DISASTKB. 
The Vulcan Powder Works Company is an 
incorporation, of which Sol. Heydenfeldt is 
President, and Julius Baum 
a principal 
owner. The Superintendent is O. B. Hardy. 
The loss to the company will be probably 
covered by $25,000 insurance. 
The works 
are situated in Contra Costa county, about 
nina miles from Oakland. They occupy a 
charming site near the water, on the slope 
from the hills to the bay. Stege station is 
on the overland railroad line, very near the 
works. To the seat of the Vulcan works 
and separated by but a abort distance, are the 
Tonite works, and on the weet side are the 
Kmaka worka. No damage was done to any 
of the adjaoeat milla, The debris from thg 


buildings «as not thrown any distance and 
the bodies of the men lay where they fell. 
The explosion, when the fire reached the pow­ 
der, therefore, could not have been severe. 
The Coroner of Contra Costa county was 
notified by telegraph of the terrible event, 
and will take charge of the bodies of the fir# 
white men and six Chinamen, victims of the 
disaster. 
Every man who was at work at 
the mills at the time of the fire was either 
killed or wounded. 
Not one escaped the fury 
of the powder. 
Dales, the foreman of the 
“ B. B.” works, was burned in the face, and 
it is very likely that his eyesight is destroyed. 
STATEMENT OF AN ETR-WITNESS, 
Henry Mayerderks, a resident of San Fran­ 
cisco, employed in the foundry of W. T. 
G arratt Je Co., was on his way to see Frank 
Holler, the Superintendent of the Giant 
Powder Works, and was walking on the rail­ 
road track toward the works, in company 
with a Chinaman, when the first explosion 
took place. 
He said they saw a volume o^ 
white smoke ascend and then another explo­ 
sion occurred in the air. 
In a few seconds 
thereafter, Mayerderks and the Chinaman 
were thrown ten or fifteen feet by the concus­ 
sion and rendered insensible for about five 
minutes. 
I t is believed that the explosion 
witnessed in the air was caused by cartridges. 
The concussion which the explosion produced 
was so violent that It caused Mr. Mayerderks’ 
watch to stop.

THE 
PRINCE 
AND 
THE 
PAUPER. 


[A Btory for young people of all ages. Bv Mark 
Twain. Boston: James It. Osgood & Co. I vol., 
quarto. Sacramento : George L. Lytle, ageot.J 
Decidedly we are pleased with this effort of 
Mr. Clemens. 
It is so very different from 
anything tbat be has before attempted that it 
comes as a most agreeable surprise. 
We had 
given Mr. Clemens no credit for the posses­ 
sion of the peculiar and rare talent that 
qualifies one to write for children. 
That he 
has been successful in this, his first woik of 
that kind, there can be no sort of quesrion. 
More than this, he has so constructed his. 
Btory that, as the title suggests, it is of inter­ 
est to others than mere juveniles. 
There is 
no attempt at wit in the tale ; but there are 
some excellent examples of keen satire. 
As 
to the matter of the tale, it is sufficient to say 
that it is a pure kind of fiction, and delight­ 
fully charming in its perfect improbability— 
indeed it may be better termed a satire and 
an allegory than a tale. 
It purports to deal 
with the adventures of the young King of 
England, Edward V I. The theme is all his­ 
torical, and all the scenes are lcoited in Eng­ 
land. 
Edward, while yet the Prince of 
Wales, and but ten years old, is mpposed to 
become possessed of a strong desire to see low 
life, and to accomplish that end he calls in a 
lad, pauper born, who bore to him a remark 
able resemblance, and who was pos-essed of 
jnst as strong a desire to live the life of a 
prince, and whose reading had very fairly in­ 
formed him of the splendors of court life. 
The prince and the pauper exchanged gar­ 
ments, and the real prince goes out to see the 
world among the lowly of his people. The 
pauper is no sooner in his fine raiment than 
the difficulty of maintaining the character he 
haa asaumtd dawns upon him, and he heartily 
desires to return to bis rags, while Edward 
quite as soon falls among those who most 
cruelly nse him, and he too regrets his mad 
freak. Then begin the tronbleg of the one in 
regaining his place, and of the other in filling 
i t 
For three weeks these trials continue and 
then have a most happy ending. In this time 
the yonng reader is initiated into the splendors, 
ceremonies and absurdities of the Court < f 
Henry V III., and is likewise brought face to 
face with thecrnel laws of the time, the super­ 
stitions aDd the intolerance of the period. The 
prince finds out the woe, misery and needs of 
at least the lowly classes, while the usurper 
realizes that one cannot fill the position of a 
prince withont the necessary training, and 
that the splendors of the King’s court con­ 
ceal many a sorrow. 
The real purpose of the 
anthor is to present in the strongest possible 
light a contrast between the cruel intolerance 
and rigor of the time of Henry, and the much 
abused Bine Laws of New England. 
In this 
he succeeds, and makes out a very good case 
for the latter, so far as mere comparison goes, 
but he is wise enough to attempt no special 
defense of the Bine Laws. I t is a novel book, 
and one that any child may be permitted to 
read. The interest is maintained with ad­ 
mirable skill, and while the language is of the 
most stilted and courtly order—even to a de­ 
gree of extravagance—the text will be fouDd 
to be as inviting as any juvenile reader can 
possibly desire. Probably Mr. Clemens has 
not given his new venture to press with any 
idea of educating the yonng reader. I t is evi 
dent that he has sought only to interest by a 
grave and most serious story, that still is so 
full of the extravagantly romantic tbat it haa 
all the charm of a well-told fairy tale. The 
book is admirably illustrated, and what is 
more striking in that regard is the nioety 
with which the artist haa wedded the illustra­ 
tion to the text of the anthor.—[Book Review, 
Record-Union, March 45b.

THE LAST SCHEME. 


The Knglish Conservatives are said to 
contemplate the projection of 
a great 
plan to buy up the Irish landlords, and to 
establish a peasant proprietary. 
They 
have been taunted with having no policy 
of their own, but if they have any wisdom 
they will prefer to content themselves 
with assailing the Government, to adopt­ 
ing a scheme to complicated, so doubtful, 
and so full of danger. 
The one circum­ 
stance that the “ No-Rent" programme 
denies the landlord's title to the laud, 
ought to convince the Conservatives that 
they could not depend upon the execution 
of a measure whose success would require 
the faithful performance of a contract ex­ 
tending over a number of years. 
They 
would turn the landlords out, and put the 
tenants in, but when it came to paying 
for the land it is quite possible that a gap 
tn the chain of sequences would be found. 
In that event the party that had nothing 
better to propose than a plan under which 
the burden of payment must ultimately 
fall upon the Government, would perhaps 
not recommend itaelf 
thereby to the 
affection and admiration of the people of 
Kngland. 
This plan, too, has the defect 
of rewarding the rack-renting and ex­ 
tortionate landlords by giving them the 
highest price for their lauds, while those 
who have reduced tents and let their ten­ 
ants live comfortably, would be punished 
for their just and humane conduct. 
In 
fact the scheme bristles with difficulties, 
anyonq of which ¡3 capable of wrecking the 
party that adopts it.

It ¡3 evident that public opinion at the 
Kyst is becoming more pronounced con­ 
tinually against the stoppage of Chinese 
immigration, and it is probable that if it 
had not already passed both chambers in 
Congress, it would be impracticable to 
enact it now. 
The sentiment against it is 
unfortunately not conducd to any particu­ 
lar class, but is evinced by the people gen­ 
erally. 
They cannot see how such a meas­ 
ure can be compatible with the mainte­ 
nance of the American governmental doc­ 
trines. 
They say (what is producing more 
effect than anything else) that the Califor­ 
nia anti-Chinese policy is identical with 
the old pro-slavery sentiment. 
They point 
to the fact that the Democratic party has 
supported the new bill, in confirmation of 
this. 
They are becoming more emphatic 
and angry in their opposition continually. 
Indeed, this opposition appears to lie get­ 
ting so much headway that it has practi­ 
cally ceased to he so much the vital ques- 
tiou whether the President will sigu the 
bill, as whether the Eastern people can be 
prevented from repealing it before it has 
been put in operation. 
It is believed, and 
upon what looks like good authority, that 
the President will sign it. 
liut it will not 
be an accomplished fact th' n unless the 
popular resistenco to it at the East can be 
conjured down subsequently. 
The men 
who are opposed to it are men of very 
positive convictions, and they have learned 
to bo peremptory and retolute through 
their long stiUggle with slavery. 
They 
denounce the Chinese bill too vehemently 
not to be in earnest, and when they are in 
earnest they do not atop moving until 
they have carried their point. 
The pros- 
peot, therefore, is not rose-c. lircd just 
now. 


The realers of the R ec o r d-U n í )N en­ 
joyed, yesterday morning, a very graphic 
description of Oscar Wilde, together with 
some passing insight into his views. 
Ic 
must be said that even to those who have 
heard or read his lectures, it is by no means 
easy to obtain a definite conception of hii 
purposes. 
Somehow when Art is the sub­ 
ject, all e’earuess of thought and expres­ 
sion vanishes, and an esthetic transcend­ 
entalism takes it3 place, and seems to seek 
to compensate for the want of sense by 
the profuse exhibition of adjectives. Oscar 
Wilde is an educated man, and not want­ 
ing in cleverness. He has written a volume 
of poetry which, apart from its “ fleshlt- 
“ ness,” possesses considerable merit, and 
shows him to be possessed of a creative 
imagination and a talent for versitication. 
Whoso endeavors, in all simplicity, to dis­ 
cover through his poems what it is that 
his cult is supposed to add to civilization, 
however, is apt to reach the rather bewil­ 
dering conclusion that it covers the free 
employment of that kind of treatment of 
sexual relations which Philistines would 
call lascivious. 
Mr. Wilde defends litm- 
self against adverse criticism on this point 
by asserting that in Art there is no ques­ 
tion of right or wrong, of good or evil, of 
moral or immoral, but that the only ques­ 
tion is whether the thing is well or badly 
performed. 
This is certainly a specious 
defense, but it does not really touch the 
point at issue. 
For if Art is above and 
beyond all moral considerations, it yet re­ 
mains to be explained why the school 
represented by Mr. Wilde has, while os­ 
tensibly pursuing A rt alone, been so pow­ 
erfully drawn to those manifestations of it 
which appeal far less to the intellect than 
to the senses. 
Mr. Wilde would probably say that true 
and complete Art can only satisfy the In- 
teliect by satisfying the Senses also. 
No 
doubt it is always dangerous to play with 
words which do not really stand for clearly- 
separable and definable things, and all 
talk about the Intellect and the Senses is 
apt to end in barren disputations after the 
manner of the schoolmen. 
Rut to get 
away frotn such verbal stumbling-blocks 
it may be as well to change the terms of 
the proposition, and say that Mr. Wilde’s 
poetry seems 
to appeal to the lower 
rather than the higher attributes of the 
reader, and that this dees not suggest the 
liest outcome of the highest Art. 
And 
this we take to be the moat serious defect 
iu the whole Eastern of the new school. Its 
plea for the uutrammcled freedom of Art 
might be allowed if only its Art did not 
insist upon taking instant advantage of 
this freedom to walk naked through the 
public streets. 
If we were to trace this 
movement back to its origin we should proba­ 
bly find that it is really a revolt against 
that conventional morality which, owing its 
d'ctrines to Cnristian asceticism, has for so 
many cen‘uries repressed and fettered Art, 
and sought, as in Thompson’s powerful 
and suggestive poem, “ The Naked God­ 
dess,” to cuib and smother the free pro­ 
portions of Nature under its barbarous 
and superstitious garments. 
But it is the 
fault of the new schoA that even in mak­ 
ing this claim for the enfranchisement of 
Art they display their own thraldom to the 
conventional morality they affect to de­ 
spise, for their endeavors to demonstrate 
their independence of it issues in an immor­ 
ality which is far from beiDg the nobly 
passionless purity of Nature ; which is iu 
truth but the obvefse of the picture the 
esthetes seek to repudiate. 
Mr. Wilde’s poem “ Charmides," fully 
illustrates our meaning. 
There are many 
beautiful verses in that poem, but its mo­ 
tive and its whole tendency are earthly 
ami sensual—not in a pure eBthetic sense, 
but in the sense cf being positively sala­ 
cious. 
We take Mr. Wilde’s poems rather 
than his lectures, because in the latter be 
is only seeking to interest the world in 
Art in an abstract waj', whereas in the 
former we must certainly have his innner- 
most ideas of how this Art ought to influ­ 
ence Poetry and Life. 
And judging his 
school by its poetry, we express the opin­ 
ion that it is not calculated to effect any 
considerable improvement in human civil­ 
ization, or to add in any appreciable way 
to the “ sweetnessT and light” of its gen­ 
eration. 
We are not inclined to Prudish- 
nesg. 
We do not believe in Asceticism. 
We entertain little respect for the Conven­ 
tional Morality of the times. 
We appreci- 
ciate the importance of an enfranchised 
Art. 
But it nevertheless seems to us that 
the reforms which are most desirable are not 
in the direction of an increase in the spe­ 
cially Sensual aspects of Art ; that a reac­ 
tion against Asceticism need not take 
the form of a plunge into Obscenity ; that 
it is possible for Nature to be relieved of 
her fetters without parading her in an os­ 
tentatiously nude state ; that it is not al­ 
together good Art, from any tenable stand­ 
point, to confuse Lust and Liberty ; that 
little benefit in an intellectual or any other 
way can come of a surrender to the falla­ 
cious notion entertained by our new school 
ooncerning the Ancient Greeks—to wit, 
that those people were absorbed in esthetic 
culture of the modern kind, combined with 
an erotic abandonment quite their own. 
So much for Mr. Wilde’s poetry. 
As 
regards his gospel of Art, that which is 
most true in it is certainly not new, and 
that which is new ¡3 by no means certainly 
true. 
It is no doubt a good thing to culti­ 
vate a love of the beautiful, but when it is 
asserted that the term beautiful applies 
pre-eminently to euutlowers and lilies aud 
stoiks and “ Anglo-Saxon attitudes,” it is 
in order to demur to the position. 
As to 
the theory that Labor can be estheticized, 
we fear that Mr. Wilde has here got 
beyond his depth. 
The labor by which 
the majority of men earn their bread is of 
necessity exhausting 
physical exertion, 
hard, practical, monotonous, barren of all 
ideality. 
Tbose who spend their working 
hours at such labor are almost unfitted 
for intellectual toil during their brief 
leisure. 
The body needs rest and repair, 
and it refuses to spare to the brain the 
energy required for study. 
This is the 
fact, and there seems no way out of it. 
Culture must, for an apparently indefinite 
period, be practically confined to a minor­ 
ity, and the culture by which alone such 
a minority can really elevate and ennoble 
the masses must be something more mascu­ 
line, robust, 
altruistic, 
self-sacrificing, ■ 
sympathetic, and pure, than the kind 
which Mr. Wilde presents to our notice in 
his works. 
It must be free from the some­ 
what morbid, feverish, 
dissipated and 
artificial air which surrounds and taints 
that cult, and which warns from it all 
who possess serious aims and truly lofty 
ideals. 


THE 
SEVEN-LEAGUED 
LIE. 
The Lie has seldom been more active 
than at present in American journalism. 
In fact it eeems to be the active and in­ 
forming spirit of nearly all the more inter­ 
esting passages of current assertion. 
Most 
of what the American pnhlic know about 
their public men nowadays reaches them in 
the form of interviews. 
And of these in­ 
terviews none but the publishers know 


how many are spurious. 
Nothing is more 
common than For the dispatch of to-morrow 
to contradict the dispatch of to-day by 
saying “ Mr. or Senator or General So-and- 
“ so, flatly denies having had any such in- 
“ terview with a reporter as has been pub- 
“ liahed 
and the newspaper readers have 
become so accustomed to this that they 
pass it by without remark or reflection. 
The other day a long dispatch was tele­ 
graphed to a eeasational paper in San 
Fracc'sco recounting the alleged bank­ 
ruptcy of a noted dramatic speculator. 
Next day this elaborate story was declared 
to be a malicious fabrication. 
We have 
not the remotest idea as to where the truth 
lies in the matter. It is just a3 likely 
that one story should be true as that 
the 
other 
is. 
It 
is 
possible 
that 
the whole thiug is 
an advertisement. 
It 
is 
equally 
possible 
that 
it 
is 
an outrageous attempt to destroy the 
man’s credit. 
But so frequent are the 
falsehoods told about everybody that it has 
ceased to be possible to form any intelli­ 
gent judgment about the so-called news of 
the day. 
The fabrication of news has in 
fact never been so systematically carried 
on. 
For instance, when General Skobeleff 
had created a sensation by his speech at 
Paris, some American publishers, desirous 
of 
working the lead 
thoroughly, 
at 
once proceeded to invent fresh and more 
truculent speeches for the Russian General, 
and in a day or two so confused the whole 
situation that Skobeleff was represented as 
coming directly from the Czar's presence, 
where he had been roundly rebuked, 
and making two or three fresh speeches, 
even more belligerent and obstreperous 
than anything which had gone before. 
Take an illustration nearer home. 
Yester­ 
day the San Francisco papers all published 
what pretended to be interviews with 
Oscar Wilde, but in nearly every instance 
it was perfectly clear that the imagination 
of the reporters had supplied the greater 
part of the matter. 
One of these re­ 
porters had the effrontery to fabricate 
an interview by taking a report of 
Wilde’s lecture, and maktDg answers to a 
number of questions cut of it. 
This 
was a very transparent device, but the 
whole speech 
showed how thoroughly 
acclimated 
the Seven 
League lie has 
become. 
The reporters all want to he 
thaught “ smart,” and above all things 
they dread being “ left.” 
I’o avoid that 
fate they will at any time draw on their 
imaginations for their facts, and if the 
result, 
is 
sufficiently 
sensational the 
publishers never complain. 
Between the 
lies of the Interviewer of the Period, and 
the lies of the Inventor of Telegraphic 
News, 
it is difficult in 
these 
days 
to know what can be believed. 
For 
a3 the invention of news is not confined 
to this country, but pervades Europe, 
there is no defense against it in any com­ 
bination or exercise 
of 
watchfulness. 
Iu fact the public must take their chances 
for the most part, and so must those 
whose function it is to comment upon and 
show the significance of events as they 
pass. 
Whether the present flourishing 
state of the Lie in journalism will con­ 
tinue, it is of course impossible to say. 
If 
it continues to pay, however, it probably 
will not die soon.

A P risoner from Abroad.—The steam­ 
er Tokio landed at San Francisco Sunday, 
among other passengers, James O'Neil, an 
American seaman, en route to San Quentin 
on a ten years’ sentence for manslaughter, 
imposed by Consul Stahel at Kobe, Japan. 
O’Neil was a seaman on the ship St. Charles, 
which was burned at the wharf in Kobe on 
the 1st of March, 1880, and was the only 
American subject among the crew. 
On the 
night of the 3d following he was awakened 
at his lodgings on shore by James King, the 
second mate, who taxed him with firing the 
ship. O'Neil indignantly denied the charge, 
whereupon King, who was intoxicated, 
threatened to “ kick the head off him ’’ if 
he did not go down on his knees and con­ 
fess. 
A fight ensued, during which King 
was stabbed, his dead body being found 
some two hours later in a vacant house 
near by. 
O'Neil was arrested on the testi­ 
mony of two Japanese who witneesid the 
affray*; and on the 5".h of March was tried 
by (’ n u 1 Stahel and four associates, being 
refused a jury. 
He was found guilty of 
manslaughter and sentenced to twenty 
years' imprisonment in the Yokohama jail.

CHURCH. 
A t 5:30 P. M. yesterday the corner-Btoue of 
Ebentzer Church waa laid at the site, Tenth 
street, between O and P. There was present 
a very large o n e ur-e of interested specta­ 
tors. Some account cf the organization for 
which the church is being erected is timely. 
The congregation is of the Evangelical Asso­ 
ciation of North America. It was founded 
in 1793, in Pennsylvania, by Rev. William 
Elbright, formerly a German Lutheran min­ 
ister. He found at that date no church in 
America where worship according to the 
Protestant faith was conducted in the Ger­ 
man language, and that those speaking the 
tongue desired such a cliureh. O at of his 
efforts, therefore, this organization arose. It 
takes the Bible as the foundation for its be­ 
lief and the revealed word of God to man. 
It holds to the doc'rine of the divinity of 
Jesus 
Christ, 
and that He is the 
only Savior of man. 
It requires re­ 
pentance, confes.ion of sin and con­ 
version—a new birth—and baptism. This 
sacrament it administers by immersion or by 
sprinkling. It has a House of Bishops. Its 
general government is iu the hands of a Gen­ 
eral Conference that assembles once in four 
years. Its District Conferences assemble an­ 
nually, and a bishop must preside over each 
one. Presiding Elders are over sub districts 
or circuits, and ministers are over ccner* na­ 
tion?. Conferences i omínate ministers to the 
churches, after the itinerant system, and the 
minimum of the strvics of a pester in one 
place is one, and the maximum ¿va years. It 
administers infant baptism, au<l has no pro­ 
bation for members. It has a membership of 
180,000 in America, and shout 100.000 in 
Japan, Germany and Swi z rlsnd. 
Its 
churches in California are in San Francisco, 
Sacramento, San Jose, ¡n i Santa Ana. It 
was introduced into California twelve years 
ago. Hero the churo'i workB in the 
German language, in Oregon in En­ 
glish, 
and 
at

tongue». In Sacramento it began its work 
in July last, and it has now twenty-five mem­ 
bers and 80 children in Sunday-school. Its 
services are now held in Fireman’s Hal). The 
book concern is in Cleveland, Ohio, and there 
too is its Board of Home Missions, who is 
supporting the church in Sacramento. Rev. 
W . H. Axthelm is pastor aver the church here. 
It owns a fine lot on Tenth street, on which 
is a good parsonage. Oa the same lot is being 
erected a new church. When it is completed 
the entire property will be worth about 
$5 000. The church builuieg is 50x32 feet, 
with a study 12x16, and a vestibule 10x10 feet. 
The structure is to have a foundation of 
brick 5£ feet high, on which will rise a frame 
finished in rustic. The walls will he 18 feet 
high, and the apex of the ceiling 21 feet, as 
it is to be finished up in a half arch. The 
seating capacity will be 280. The tower and 
spire wilt rise between 75.acd 80 feet high, 
with ornamental finish, while pinnacles will 
mark the four corners of the building. 
It will be a very neat structure. A. A. Cook 
is the architect," and D. & D. Falconer are 
the builders. 
A t the laying of the corner-stone yesterday 
Rev. W. H . Axthelm presided. He opened 
the exercise* by read lag in German the second 
chapter of 1st Peter. Rev. Carroll M. Davis 
then read the same in English. A hymn 
íd German was then sung, and Rev. N Slater 
offered up the invocation. Air. Axthelm 
then explained the occasion of the gathering, 
and set out briefly the methods and purposes 
of the church. -R=v. H . H. Rice followed, 
with an address, as also did R v. Dr. 
Dwiuell and Rev. J. G. Hale. A hymn 
was sung, aud Mr. Axthelm then placed 
the 
casket in the stone and closed 
the 
cavity 
wi h 
a 
marble 
slab. 
The metal casket contained a Bible, a hymn 
book, the Book of Discipline, copies cf the 
magazines and papers of the church in Eag- 
llsh and in German, a history cf the church 
in Sacramento, and a list of the names of the 
Church Trustees and the Building Commit­ 
tee. 
The pastrr h a 'i'g placed the slab, 
laid on the final cement, and declared the 
stone laid “ In the nan o of our Lord Jesus 
Christ.” The doxology was sung, and the 
people were then dismissed with a benedic­ 
tion by It:-v. Mr. Axthelm. The new church 
will be known as “ E *cmzer Church.”

! ROBBING TH3 UNITED STATES MAILS. 
For s~me time pari the officials of the 
Posto.^-e Department have been aware that 
the maiU ün 
branch railroad from Elmira 
to Madisoa were bring systematically robbed. 
J. H . Mahoney. P-*t ffiee Inspector, was de­ 
tailed to work HP the casa and secure the 
arrest, if possib!?, of the guilty parties. 
After going over the route .and making clcsa 
observations, ha btcama sail-Hod that the 
robbery was being committed by tbe con­ 
ductor and brakoman cf the train. So thor­ 
oughly was he convinced that he was rightin 
his su'picions that he came to this city and 
asked Superintendent R. 11. Pratt to detail one 
uf the railroad detective force te a - - i - 1 him in 
working up the case. 
Detective William 
Brissel wa3 detailed f r that purpose. T. ey 
commenced tending dic-.ys of marked coins 
through the mail from Madioeu in registered 
letters, and examined th* mails again 
after they reached Etmira, to see if 
they paseed through. 
This was done 
yesterday morning. 
Three silver dollars 
aud a §5 gold piece was placed loosely in a 
registered letter. When the mail arrived at 
Elmira the bags were all locked, and ap­ 
parently had not been disturbed eu route. 
Inspector Mahoney boarded the train, walk’d 
up to the brakeman, Louis F.,rker, and said, 
“ Who robs these mail bags on these cars?” 
Parker looked confused, aud Raid, “ Nobody, 
that I know of.” “ Throw up your hands, 
and let me go through your pockets ” Par­ 
ker said, “ Ihave ?S in my pockets.” Ma­ 
honey remarked, “ I know yiai Lave. You 
took a $5-phce and the trade dollars out of a 
package ; that is my money ; I put it there 
this morning.” When Louis discovered that 
he was in the hands of a United States officer 
he “ caved,” produced several registered 
envelopes, and confessed the whole business. 
He implicates the conductor, A. H. Weqsley, 
and states the way he commenced was this : 
One morning he detected the conductor, who 
by some means has obtained a key to the 
mail locks, robbing the mail. The conductor, 
in order to eilenc9 Parker, gave him half 
of what be had stolen, and since then 
they have divided equally whatever they 
stole from the mails. They were both ironed 
and brought to this city on the 7 o’clock train 
last night, and lodged in the city prison. 
They will have a hearing before United 
States Commissioner Edward Cadwalider. 
Officers Mahoney and Brissel exhibited great 
detective ability in the speedy capture of the 
robbers, and in succeeding in getting such 
positive evidence of their guilt against them 
that they are sure to be convicted of the 
crime. Both of the prisoners are men of 
family, and hitherto have borne good reputa­ 
tions.

A t 5:30 P. M. yesterday the corner-stone of 
Ebenezer Church was laid at the site, Tenth 
street, between O and P. There was present 
a very large cone ur-e of interested specta­ 
tors. Some account of the organization for 
which the church is being erected is timely. 
The congregation is of the Evangelical Asso­ 
ciation of North America. It was founded 
in 1793, in Pennsylvania, by Rev. William 
Elbright, formerly a German Lutheran min­ 
ister. 
He found at that date no charch in 
America where worship according to the 
Protestant faith was conducted in the Ger­ 
man language, and that those speaking the 
tongue desired such a chureh. O at of his 
efforts, therefore, this organization arose. It 
takes the Bible as the foundation for its be­ 
lief and the revealed word of God to man. 
It holds to the doctrine of the divinity of 
Jesus 
Christ, 
and 
that 
He 
is 
the 
only Savior of 
man. 
It 
requires re­ 
pentance, confession 
of 
Bin 
and 
con­ 
version—a new birth—and baptism. 
This 
sacrament it administers by immersion or by 
sprinkling. 
It has a House of Bishops. 
ItB 
general government is in the hands cf a Gen­ 
eral Conference that assembles once in four 
years. Its District Conferences assemble an­ 
nually, and a bishop must preside over each 
one. 
Presiding Elders are over sub districts 
or circuits, and ministers are over congrega­ 
tions. 
Conferences ¡ omínate ministers to the 
churches, after the itinerant system, and the 
minimum of the service of a pastor in one 
place is one, and the maximum live years. It 
administers infant baptism, and has no pro­ 
bation for member-. I; has a membership of 
180,000 in Americ?, end about 100.000 iu 
Japan, 
Germany and 
Swi z rland. 
Its 
churches in California aie in S in Francisco, 
Sacramento, San Jose, end Santa Ana. It 
was introduced into California twelve years 
ago.

tongue”. In Sacramento it began its work 
in J uly last, ai d it has now twenty-five mem­ 
bers aud 80 childn n in Sunday-school. Its 
services are now held in Fireman’s Hsll. The 
book concern is in Cleveland, Ohio, and there 
too is its Board of Home Missions, who is 
supporting the church in Sacramento, ltev. 
W. H. Axtheimis pastor aver the church here. 
It owns a fine lot on Tenth street, on which 
is a good parsonage. Oa the same lot is being 
erected a new church. 
When it is completed 
the entire property will be worth about 
$5,000. 
The church building is 50x32 feet, 
with a study 12x16, and a vestibule 10x10 feet. 
The structure is to have a foundation of 
brick 5.J feet high, on which will rise a frame 
finished in rustic. The walls will he 13 feet 
high, and the apex of the ceiling 21 feet, as 
it is to be finished up in a half arch. The 
seating capacity will be 2S0. The tower and 
spire will rise between 75 .ard 80 feet high, 
with ornamental finish, while pinnacles will 
mark the f-ur corners of 
the building. 
It will be a very tea t structure. A. A. Cook 
is the architect, and D. k D. Falconer are 
the builders. 
A t the laying of the corner-stone yesterday 
Rev. W . H. Axfhelm presided. He opened 
the exercises by reading in German the second 
chapter of 1st Peter. Rev. Carroll M. Davis 
then read the soma in English. A hymn 
in German was then sung, and Rev. N. Slater 
offered up the invocation. 
Mr. Axthelm 
then explained the occasion of the gathering, 
and set out briefly the methods and purposes 
of the church. R . v. H. H. Hice followed, 
with an address, 
as also did K.v. Dr. 
Dwinell and Rev. J. G. Hale. 
A hymn 
was sung, aud Mr. Axthelm then placed 
the 
casket 
in 
the 
stone 
and closed 
the 
cavity 
wi h 
a 
marble 
slab. 
The metal casket contained a Bible, a hymn 
book, the Book of Discipline, copies of the 
magazines ar.d papers of the church in Eng­ 
lish and in German, a history of the church 
in Sacramento, acd a list of the names of the 
Church Trustees and the Building Commit­ 
tee. 
The piaster ha. i'g placed the slab, 
laid on the final cement. aDd declared the 
stone laid “ In the nan o of our Lord Jesus 
Christ.” The doxology was sung, and the 
people were then dismissed with a benedic­ 
tion by R-v. Mr. Axthelm. The new church 
will be known as “ E oenczer Charch.”

Ma­ 
honey remarked, “ I know you have. You 
took a 85-piece and the trade dollars out of a 
package ; that is my money; I put it there 
this morning.” When Louis discovered 'hat 
he was in the hands of a United States officer 
he “ caved,” produced several

envelopes, and confessed the whole business.

respect and adm iration for each other.” T his, 
com ing from M r. D epew , has alm ost the 
force of an au th o ritativ e declaration of th e 
purpose of B laiue and A rth u r. 
T he N ew 
Y ork politicianr who have beeu bere had 
th tir respect for A rth u r increased a t the ex­ 
pense cl th eir intim acy w ith him . T he crowd 
which he used to collect about him in the 
days of his political leadership in N ew Y ork 
a t first supposed th a t th ey could go to th e 
W hite H ouse, slap him on th e shoulder, call 
him “ C tiet,” aud ask him to tak a a drink, as 
of yore. 
T hey very soon fouud out th eir 
m istake. 
N o m ao, probably, in the W hite

A n account of th e arre st of Me- 
Sw eeny is given in a le tte r from bis wife to 
Blaine, dated A ugust 3, 1881. 
T his letter 
s a y s : 
S ir: Some lour years ago I earre with my family, 
on account of my busbane's failing health, to reside 
tem porarily in this country. 
1 was aware th at Eng­ 
land claimed this island, but I was under the im­ 
pression th at Americans might venture to travel or 
reside abroad, protected by their flag; bu t in this 
1 was m istaken, for on the morning of June 2d of 
this year our house was surrounded by an armed 
band of m en—Victoria's hirelings—and my husband, 
who was slowly recovering trom a severe a t­ 
tack of sickness, 
bis 
life 
having been 
de­ 
spaired 
of 
two 
weeks 
before, the 
blood­ 
hounds 
being 
on 
his 
track, 
was 
seized 
and forcibly torn from the bosom cf nis family, 
dragged a distance of some 200 miles and cast into 
a British bastile, charged with being “ reasonably 
suspccted ” of something. 
It was not alleged th at 
he had committed any crime or liolated any law. 
He, being an American citizen, immediately for­ 
warded his naturalization papers, together w ith his 
solemn protest against this British outrage, to the 
American Minister at London. 
That genllemaft an­ 
swered th at the m atter would be laid before one 
Graeville, and th at inquiries would be made as to 
the ground of his arrest. 
Here the 
m atter, 
rested, 
and 
my 
husband 
is 
now 
about 
two 
weeks 
in 
jail. 
Now, 
sir, 
I 
do nc-t know this Granville, to whom our American 
M inister kiudly refers, bu t I do know th at you, 
Hon. Jam es G. Blaine, are Secretary of State for 
the great American Republic, and to you, in your 
capacity as representative of th at free and great 
country, I appe .1 for protection. 
I am an Ameri­ 
can. my husband is an American citizen, and he has 
committed no crime. 
The English 
Parliam ent 
abolished civil law in this country some m onths ago, 
and passed an Act “ for the better prot.ction of per- 
sou and property,” but whicli in reality is an Act for 
the destruction of person and property. Armed hauls 
of police and soldiers m ake daily raids through th s 
unfortunate country, headed by their tax collectors 
at d the r deputies. There fellows are called in this 
country Dukes, Earls, Lords, etc. They are clothed 
with full power to levy and collect as much taxes as 
they please, and in case of refusal or inability of the 
jioor people to pay, they have power to level tbeir 
house and pass, in the words of England's Pr me 
Minister, a sentence of death on them 
They are 
generally successful, as the people are unarm ed and 
the t i \ collectors are b: eke,I by the whole EDgliBh 
army. This system causes famine in this country about 
every two years, and the Americans are call d on to 
sen i" over some Indian meal to feed the “ ’Ungry 
Hirisli.” The tribunal", called in America Courts 
of justice, in this country are presided over by 
these tax collectors and tneir deputies. 
As an in­ 
stance of how justice i) dispensed in these Courts, 
the other day a youug man testified th at he saw a 
policeman commit a m urder avith the b u tt of his 
m usket. The Court acquitted the policeman, but 
the witness w .s “ reasonably suspected," and sen* 
tenced to fourteen m onths’ imprisonment. 
A tax 
collector, WyDranta Olphert, of this countv, sent 
his horses and carts, and carried away a poor 
woman’s crop, grow-ng on her land Irorn seed ob- 
taim d from charitable sources. 
This same O.phert 
refused permissiou to erect school-houses on his 
20,000 i eres to educate his 6,000 serfs, alleging as a 
rerson th at if those people were educated a landlord 
could not walk out of his house. 
My husband ex­ 
pressed his opinion th at those things were wrong, 
and for tbe expression of those opinious he was 
cast ¡uto a British dungeon. I ask, Will the Ameri­ 
can Government protect m e? 
This destruction of 
person and property Act spares neither age nor sex. 
I have opinions th at are already known to the en* 
emy. 
I am liable at any moment to be cast into a 
dungeon. 
Our arm s have been taken from us, my 
crop is destroyed hy vermin, my husband, in deli­ 
cate health, is pin ng in priion. 
W id you leave me 
unprotected iti the enem y's country, with eight 
American orphans on my hands? H a t we been 
citizens of auy other free, civilized country, even of 
one ol the petty S ruth American Republics, possess­ 
ing one ironclad, the '-ruta! B rit^h Government 
would not he perm itted to m urder ^ M u sb a n '. You 
m iy say you ai e a ’ j eace w ith E glm a, but will the 
nations of the earth say England is atpeace with you 
while she 
condemns your citizens to eighteen 
m ouths' im prisonm ent without tria l-; Was it in 
vain that I taught my American ion, who raised tire 
emblem of liberty in the face of his father’s captors, 
exclaiming, ” You will pay for this some tim e," 
shat under i s pure folds every American w-ouid be 
protected, and th at it was not a flaunting lie ? 
In a letter to bis daughter M am ie, D aniel 
M cSw eeny says : 
I appcabd to -Mr. Lowell, U. S. M inister at London, 
for protection, but lie answered th at it was ah urd 
for a natural! ed ci'izen of the United States to 
claim protection. 
He says even American citizens 
could only have reeour e to an appeal to the courtesy 
of the British Government to be released. 
He add­ 
ed, in a later communication, th at the 1 ritish Gov­ 
ernm ent refused to give any information about tho 
charge against me, and th at they snubbed him. 
Your m other wrote to Mr. Blaine about my case, 
bu t th at gentlem an did not deign even a re* 
ply. 
1 have 
heard 
nothing whatever 
from 
n.m. 
About a couple of weeks ago I 
saw 
in the English pápeos a report of his speech 
in Philadelphia, wherein he states that he is more 
ioysi to queen Victoria than a British subject. 
So 
it would appear Lii.t we appealed to the wrung man. 
I am now in j oil going on seven months, cl.arged 
with to crime, and not even a shadow- of suspicion 
th at I violated any law, and when our American 
•Minister asks a civil question about rae he is 
snubbed, insulted and his flag tram pled on ; but he 
does not appear to make mucn fuss about it, and the 
American oovernm ent takes uo notice of the ques­ 
tion, any more than the King of the Sandwich 
Islands would.

THE NEW MINISTER TO CHINA. 


M r. Young Is but little over 40 years of age, but 
he has had a m ost varied experience of the world 
and of the people in it. 
He is a native of Phila­ 
delphia, where his boyhood and early manhood were 
passed. 
He early became familiar with the inside 
of a newspaper office, and he as early distinguished 
himself in this profession, in which he has had a 
moefc varied and not always happy experience. 
During the war he was one of the correspondents at 
the front of the Philadelphia Frets, then edited by 
the late John W. Forney, between whom and him ­ 
self there existed the warmest friendship. 
He sub­ 
sequently became the managing editor of the Press, 
and made such a reputation for enterprise that 
Horace Greely invited him to come to New York, 
and take a sim ilar position on the Tribune, which 
he did. In 1870 he founded the New York Standard, 
a two cent daily m orning paper, intend»d to rival 
the S u n . 
The Standard expired on the May m orn­ 
ing of 1872, on which Greeley was nominated as 
the Democratic candidate for Prcs:dent by the 
Democratic Convention at Baltimore, and Mr. Young 
joined the 6taff of the New York JJerald, on whi:h 
he has b:en ever since. 
He always was a great 
favorite with General Gran», and when the latter 
made his fim ous trip around the world, Mr. Young 
was one of the ex-President’s party.
